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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a search of the 
prior art fails to teach or render as obvious the claimed feature as a whole and of 
particular note: 

a. In claims 1 and 1 5, a manner of stopping denial of service attacks, which, 
disperse a plurality of probes for monitoring a data center and communicating the 
data to a central controller over a redundant network, that is different from the 
one being monitored. 

b. In claims 12 and 28, a plurality of monitors or gateways which performs 
monitoring of network traffic, collecting and intelligent analyzing data for 
performance and filtering of malicious traffic to eliminate denial of service attacks. 
The intelligent analysis is taken to be a distributed arrangement that can analyze 
the underlying characteristics of a DOS attack to produce a robust and 
comprehensive solution, as recited in the disclosure on page 2, fourth paragraph 
et seq..
